Institutional Involvement 



Six projects were funded under the Oklahoma Consortium on Research Develop- 
ment for a total of $2,000. The first was a modification of the Phase II 
program and funded consultants to aid in the organization and development 
of a research committee. The small grants for consultation funds and ERIC 
purchases need no explanation. A multi-institutional workshop in mathe- 
matics involving ten junior colleges and two individual faculty research 
grants, one in mammalian natural history and one in archaeology, completes 
the list.
